He explained ■ 
the store had given him 50 cents too much change upwards of two 
years ago, and it had been preying on his mum ever am w , 
having given it due thought, ne finally came in and made restitu­ 
tion. 
Little incidents of this kin J aren’t uncommon. 
Almost 
every storekeeper has experienced ti..rn. 
Public officials are for­ 
ever getting tiny sums from conscien e-stricken citizens who got 
away with something on their tax bil J a decade or more ago. 
It 
happens all the time. 
But the funny thing is that ifs almost always on such 
picayune little wrongs that conscience does its most effective work. 
Vt hen a man decides to make restitution for some long-dead mis­ 
deed, the total cash involved is generally something under five 
dollars. 
\\ e seem better able to live with mortal sins than venial 
faults. 
And this, very likely, is due to a queer quirk in human na­ 
ture; a quirk that enables us to get along with our consciences by 
picking out for atonement some perfectly trifling peccadillo that 
our creditor has long since forgotten. 
Paying an ancient 50-cen. 
debt is a kind of salve that cases the sm art of much larger debts 
which never will be paid. 
It may be that is simply our way of recognizing that 
we are newness, 
h or the really damaging mistakes that we make 
—the bits of folly and blindness that keep us awake nights— arc 
things for which we can never, by any means, make restitution. 
rih e friendship that we shattered, years ago, thg youth whos^ 
ideals we carelessly demolished, the person whose life we helped 
to make bitter by prejudice or misunderstanding— uiese unng. 
we cannot remedy. 
To try to turn back the clock is fgolish; to 
try to set right an old wrong is, in many cases, equally futile. 
So we pick out some little thing, put it right, and hope chat 
conscience will be appeased.

The ghost of William Jennings Bryan most have stalked 
restlessly through whatever part of the Elysian Fields are re­ 
served for master politicians when Senator Wheeler arose the 
other day to propose the coinage of silver on a 16 to I ratio. 
What memories that proposal s tirs ! 
The fiery campaign 
of 1896, when conservative businessmen quaked in their shoes at 
the thought of the “boy orator’” from the Platte country; Mark 
Hanna and the first of the great campaign funds; Bryan’s amaz- 
ng “swing around the circle,” with cheering crowds and torch­ 
light processions under the prairie moon; William McKinley in­ 
troducing the nation to the “front porch” campaign; a nation’s 
discontent massing itseit behind a man with a golden voice and a 
radical panacea— was there ever a campaign like it? 
The coming cmpaign will hardly ^wino- 
issue. 
But the revival of the issue at least arouses long dormant 
memories. 


WHAT TO PUBLISH ? 


The extensive survey of the publishing industry in America, 
concluded recently by investigators for the National Association 
of Book Publishers, asserts that the publishing ind"«+»4,r 
a 
very bad way because publishers are incurably hopeful and fail to 
chart the sales possibilities of projected books as accurately as 
they might. 
Publishers, the survey says, have a habit of believing that 
each book that is published may, with a break in the luck, become 
a best seller. 
This permits unsound principles of book selection 
to operate, with the result that the publisher loses money on a 
tremendous percentage of the books he issues. 
That there is room for vast improvement cannot be 
doubted. 
But the publishing industry will always be exempt, to 
a certain extent, from the rules of ordinary business. 
There will 
always be books that need not to be published, whether they are 
to make money or not. 
A good publisher must be something of 
an optimist. 
If lie is too good a business man, literature is apt 
to suffer.
